DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-4, 6-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest performing a separate hydrostatic pressure test before 
pumping in a predetermined quantity of water in addition to the water used for the 
hydrostatic pressure test such that the pipe is deformed in combination with the 
hydrostatic pressure test described in DIN EN 10208 Part 2. Stressing the pipe into the 
plastic range, however slightly, is understood to mean deforming the pipe or altering the 
size of the pipe by some amount. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8, filed 4/27/2009, with respect to claims 2-4, 
6-7 have been fully considered and are persuasive.
